For months a centril office delec-
tive had worked in the inner cirole ac-
curding to the police, and had kept
the detective burean advised of all
their plans.

Alive With Detectives,

Immediately the cathedral, in which
500 persons sat at worship becamo
alive with detectives, whose appear-
ance had been unsuspectidd by the
bomb carrier Baldo sitting beside
him, placed him under arrest; detec-
tives sitting in the pew behind, dash-
ed into the aisle, and stamped out the
sputtering fuse. The congregation
hardly realized what had happened
when It was all over and there was
no panic.
